EPUBLICANS are silent, but 
not sleeping.

‘That'while its leaders are trumpeting for 
liberty (?) it demands. liberty only for itself and absolute exclusion of any 
outside wage-earner? Individual rights are to be«trampled under foot 
and all outside its breastworks are to be starved or shot. The cupboard 
and shelter are matters of absolute monopoly for the self-selected rulers 
of work. Mr. Cleveland should be appalled at this exhibition of industrial 
aristocracy—a kind of labor “ prohibitory tariff,” carried out with cobble- 
stone, fire and the shotgun. These incendiary attempts to attribute 
murder, condoning the socialistic demands for division, to a protective 
policy tested by thirty years of prosperity, are worthy only of a charlatan 
or a demagogue. Everyone else knows that in free-trade England labor 
strikes have numbered nearly three to one in the United States; and that 
when the London stevedores and coal-miners went out, urging a rise of 
wages to a dollar a day, it was hunger that drove ninety-five thousand 
men to make that demand. 

The present political inertia is caused largely by distraction in other 
directions. We are watching social disturbances, and national affairs and 
national policies are temporarily eclipsed by domestic eruptions. The 
time is close, however, when the local volcanoes will cease and be subor- 
dinated to matters of national and continental interest.
